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INTRODUCTION 


The attached material consists of listings of 1968 demographic 
statistics for ten i:cighborhoods of Boston and for the city as a 
whole. The data was collected in a household-to-household survey 
and consists of a number of basic variables listed directly and 
cross-tabulated in a variety of ways. The neighborhoods are those 
considered by ABCD as "target areas" and are depicted on the map 
included at the end of this publication. 

This data was purchased by ABCD from the R.J]L. Polk Company of 
Detroit, Michigan. The Polk Company is involved primarily in the 
business of compiling city directories. To prepare these directories, 
the Company employs interviewers to canvas all households in each 
of the cities it covers. Records are kept on each household indi- 
vidually; each is identified by address and by a geographic code, 
an "Enumeration District" number, and some, but not all, of the in- 
formation obtained is presented in the directories. In recent 
years, the Polk Company has begun to make available the complete 
individual records, which are stored on computer tapes and which 
may be aggregated in various ways to obtain statistics for geo- 
graphic sub-areas of a city. 

ABCD's arrangement with the Polk Company provided for 
the purchase of information on a ten per cent sample of Boston 
households. The sample was drawn by selecting every tenth 
household, by street address, from the Polk files. In cases where 
a multi-family structure was located at a given street address, the 
sampling proceeded as though each household living in the structure 


were living at a separate address. Each selected record was then 
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> transferred to a new tape, where it again appears identified by 
actual address and t7 Saumeration District number. 

To obtain tne ables, the Planning and Evaluation Department, 
mak’ ng use of programming and computer services financed by the 
Eceton Redevelopment Authority, aggregated records for households 
within the city's different target neighborhoods. This was ac- 
complished by determining which of the Enumeration Districts used 
by the Polk Company fall in each target area; in cases where an 
Enumeration District is located partly in one target area and partly 
in another, the District was assigned to that neighborhood in which 
its larger part is found. Given this specification of neighborhoods 
by the Enumeration Districts of which they are comprised, electronic 
data processing provided neighborhood totals on each variable from 
the sample records on individual households. These neighborhood 
totals were then multiplied by a factor of ten to give complete 
counts on each variable for each neighborhood. 

While the data contained here probably presents a considerably 
more accurate picture of the characteristics of the population within 
Boston's target areas than does the nine-year-old 1960 U.S. Census, 
it should be used with some caution and cannot be considered a 
complete substitute for the 1960 Gensus. A number of important 
variables -- most notably income, age detail and race -- are not 
included in the Polk records. In the case of income, other variables 
(e.g., occupation) may be used as proxies, but racial and detailed age 
breakdowns must be obtained from other sources. 

% A more serious criticism to be levelled at this data would center 
on the coverage of the survey itself. The U.S. Cnnsus has recognized 


for a number of years that it has routinely undercounted certain 
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3 black and those which are very poor. The Polk Company, to the same 
or greater degree, has in all likelihood under-enumerated these 
pene populs*ion crouse, affecting the totais on all variables 
counidered. 

More extensive analyses of the Polk household records may be 
undertaken in the future. Since the information is stored on a 
unit basis by street address, all variables may be cross-tabulated 
and tables may be generated for any geographic area desired. 
Questions relating to use of the data as it is presented here or to 
the feasibility of additional analyses of a specific nature should 


be addressed to the Planning and Evaluation Dept. of ABCD.

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APPENDIX II. Technical Notes a 

ABCD has’ two tapes available for electronic data processing, 

a detail record tape and an Enumeration District summary tape. 

The first tape, the detail record tape, contains a ten per 
cent (10%) sample of households interviewed by the R.L. Polk com- 
pany in 1968. Polk's Enumeration Districts appear in the identi- 
fication of each record, and in addition, the tape has been geo- 
coded by Urban Date Processing, Inc., to Census tracts and blocks. 
It is a 1600 BPI-9 track tape with a record length of 200 characters 
and blocking factor of 5. There are two kinds of records on the 
tape: structure records, of which there are two, and household 
records, of which there are four. Kecord formats are available 
with the tape. 

The second tape, the Enumeration District summary tape, is 
a summary of the data available on the detail tape just described. 
Data is aggregated to Polk's Enumeration Districts, which unfor- 
tunately do not correspond with Census Tracts. This is a 800 BPI-7 
track tape with a record length of 45 characters and a blocking 
factor of 8. Record formats, code explanations, and a map of Polk's 
Enumeration Districts are available with the tape. In addition, 
ABCD has a print-out of this tape done by the fN.L. Poll: Company.
